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Fire testing unit 
to aid firemen 


Nation’s first fitness vehicle opens

Firemen and paramedics now 
will have a chance to find out what 
they need to become physically fit. 

The nation’s first Mobile 
Physical Fitness Testing Unit for 
firefighters was dedicated 
Thursday morning, Oct. 30. at the 
Buena Park Fire Department 
Headquarters. The unit is co- 
sponsored by Santa Ana College, 
the Orange County Fire Chief's 
Association and the Orange 
County Firemen’s Association. 

The fitness tester is designed to 
record vital signs and to indicate 
strengths and weaknesses of the 
firemen’s physical condition. 

Eight steps are included in the 
test. Most important for flame 
fighters are blood pressure, heart 
stress, air flow and resting 
electrocardiogram (ECG). which 
indicates heart rate. They are also 
examined fr body fat, flexibility, 
upper body strength and 
endurance. 

Buena Park Fire Chief Sam 
Winner was the first to be tested, in 
order to prove he is a real leader of 
his men. Buena Park firefighters 
will be the first in the country to be 
tested for physical fitness. 

Bill Ogden. director of Fire 
Technology at SAC, feels that 
“physical fitness is an important 
aspect of firefighting.”

Santa Ana College’s Mini-Semester, an offering of 150 short-term 
classes, will begin Monday, Nov. 10. 


issued by Ogden: First, the 
individual (the fireman’) 10-year 
chance of survival are determined 
by developing a personal health 
forecast, compiling the present 
risks and estimating the future 
risks for every major cause of 
death. Any known prognostic 
characteristics which affect this 
disease are then identified. 

The results tell the individual 
how he differs from the ‘average’ 
person with regard to risk of death 
in the next 10-year period. 

The mean, or average, score 
indicates that a 46-year-old 
fireman has a 43.2-year health risk. 
while he can still achieve a 40.6- 
year average. The general 
population shows, a 44-year-old 
man has a health risk of 41-years of 
age, with no achieveable age.

Eddie West Field 
an ‘embarassment’ 


The Santa Ana College football team meets its Fullerton rivals for 
SAC's 1980 Homecoming game tomorrow. The event will take place at 
Santa Ana's home field, the Santa Ana Stadium at 7:30 p.m. 

Though most people are excited over the prospect of meeting Fullerton 
on the home turf, head coach Tim Mills is “embarrassed for our program 
playing at that facility.” He says the lighting is substandard as is the 
playing field itself. 

SAC sports medicine instructor and team trainer George Curtis feels 
that Eddie West Field-Santa Ana Stadium, as it is officially called, is “the 
worst field the team’s ever played on. Even Taft, which is way out in the 
middle of the desert, has a far superior facility.” 

In an article about the stadium last year (The Register, Sept. 1979), Jim 
Ruffalo quoted Mater Dei coach Wayne Cochran as saying, “The city of 
Santa Ana has somehow taken the best football stadium in Southern 
California and turned it into a junkpile.” 

Cochran said that in reference to the condition of the field after 
motorcycle racing had invaded he stadium. Players were subject to 
multiple lacerations every time they fellanywhere near the sidelines or the 
end zones. The trouble was a track around the playing surface of 
decomposed granite which came onto the field around the 15-yard line at 
each end of the field. 

Though the rocks are gone, the surface is still in poor shape. Between 
the 20-yard lines, in the center of the field, the playing area is mostly dirt. 
The grass, which acts as a cushion for the players when they fall, is gone. 
It is nearly impossible to see the teams get up when they execute their 
plays at the 50-yard line. The dust hides most of the play. 

Bill Palethorpe, the city’s leisure services director, says the stadium, 
which was originally dedicated on April 27, 1932 and rebuilt in 1963, is 
being eyed for refurbishing. An independent architect has looked at the 
stadium and submitted a plan to the City Council aimed at “improving 
the image and appearance of the stadium,” he says. 

One of the changes Palethorpe said is being examined is improving the 
concession stand which has only six windows from which to serve 5,000 
people in the 15-minute halftime. 

New types of.sod (grass) are being tried and Palethorpe hopes that they 
will prove to be more durable. However, as he pointed out, there were 

four football games played there last week. And to keep the playing 
surface in good shape. the field must be resodded if it is to withstand that 
kind of use. But the problem, according to Palethorpe, is money. 

Though the city seems to be looking at the problems of the stadium, it 
has been saying the same things for mnay years. The lighting has been 
talkedaboutand talked about, with the solution always “just around the 
corner.” The playing surface has been a mess for the last four or five years. 
The players have had to play on dirt for that same period. 

Perhaps all parties concerned should get together and work out the 
solution with the intent to take action. If not, the schools which use the 

field should get together and find an alternate stadium and let the city of 
Santa Ana have the dust bowl to do with as they see fit. el Don

However. as 1 pointed out to this person, el 
Don is not a student newspaper. While the weekly publication is run 
by students, it is meant to serve the District, which includes 
employees of the college as well as members of the community who 
wish to réad it. 

In this year’s first issue of el Don. | wrote “A letter from the 
editor.” In it, I stated the policy set forth for the Letters section of 
the paper. It read. in part. that “space is provided as a forum for the 
readership to air its views on any subject.” 
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In regard to who should be able to submit a letter: “Priority will! 
be given to communications from students or employees of the 
college and letters which deal with campus issues. However, if space 
is available, anyone's letter will be printed. The highest priority will 
be given to letters which are critical of the el Don, its staff or are in 
direct reply to an editorial or news story.” 

This policy is still in effect and will remain so throughout my term 
as editor. If anyone has trouble with this policy and thinks it out of 
line, they should submit a letter to the editor and state their opinion. 

The other half of the problem with the letters was that “union 
bargaining issues should not be dealt within AN Ynewspaper.” To this. 
I must state that Lam not up on the union policy regarding this 
matter. However, if there is anything in the rules of the union which 
prohibit the airing of views in the Letters section of el Don. or any 
other publication, | suggest that those rules are not “appropriate.” 

Freedom of speech was granted to everyone in this country and 
cannot be played with by a union official or anyone else who doesn't 
want his actions or inactions talked abut in the paper. 

Letters should address any subject a person wants to discuss. If the 
letters are deemed “inappropriate.” the person who feels this way has 
fie same option left open to him or her -- write a letter to the et.

were thrown out. 


While this was a kind of random straw poll of dubious scientific

But 
neither used a community college as their ladder to success. 


For those of us who aren‘ child prodigies, Santa Ana College offers 
Songwriting Workshop 098 on Thursday evenings from 7 to 9 p.m. 
This semester was the first time students were able to dabble in the art. 

Of course the instructor, Everett Reid, isn’t striving to turn SAC 
into a miniature Nashville or Tin Pan Alley, but rather to help pupils 


interested in music find personal enjoyment in creating melodies and 
lyrics. 


“We talk about lyric writing, music writing and business,” Reid 
said. The students are given the opportunity to perform their own 
creations, but must be able to accept constructive criticism from their 
classmates. “If you can take initial criticism, you can really work at the 
craft (songwriting) to become an excellent songwriter,” Reid 
commented. 


You don't have to have the talent of Barry Manilow or Rod Stewart 
to do well in the class. “A person can be the worst songwriter in the 
world and still have a chance at getting an ‘A’,” Reid emphasized. He 
attributes this to his philosophy that students should be graded on 
what they learn rather than their talent in the field. 


Reid doesn’t care if his students spend their weekends at a 
discotheque, a country western saloon or a rock ‘n’ roll concert. The 
workshops cover most styles in the music world. 


The class not only centers attention on songs for radio, but for 
movies, stage plays and commercial jingles as well. 


Many of today’s Top 40 artists could learn more froma session or 
two in the workshop. Says the music man, “In pop writing you want to 
write in terms that are very hip today,” though, “it will not give your 
song lasting quality.”

Woman skydiver 
has rough landing; 
was he worth it?

Laurie Coll would not walk a mile fora Camel, 
but she would jump that distance for a date. 
Instead of a hole in her shoe, she has a crack in her leg. 


Coll recently met a gentleman who she felt attracted to and wanted to 
know better. When she found out that one of his interests was 
parachuting, she thought that trying it herself would be a good way to 
arouse his attention. After paying $85 and attending a day-long class at 
Perris Parachute Center near Lake Elsinore, she boarded a plane that 
same day to make her debute. 


At about 5,000 feet, the 20-year-old Administration of Justice major 
jumped out of the plane...perhaps secretly hoping she would land on 
cloud nine only to find this gentleman. When she landed, however, she 
broke her tibia and her fibula (both bones of the lower leg). 


“I guess my pride was hurt,” Coll said. “I didn’t think 1 was going to 
have any problems.

Rock 'n’ roll fans have a real chance to make some 
noise from outside of concert arenas that could be 
heard all the way to Sacramento. 

Legislators in the capitol may not realize it, but 
State Assemblyman Mel Levine might become a rock 
hero when he voices the message of ticket buyers in the 
form of an anti-scalping bill. 

Tickets for concerts and other events can be legally 
sold in California for several times their face value, 
often squeezing the average fanatic out of the best 
seats. Levine’s measure, which he hopes to introduce 
in early 1981, would place reasonable limits on resale 
profits. 

By purchasing early, agencies can gobble up the 
better locales for any given event and later advertise 
passes to all the top shows, even the sold out ones. 
Usually buying direct from the arena box office, these 
outfits are free to sell seats for whatever they can get 
and that’s usually top dollar. 

Sometimes charging as much as $150 to $200 for 
their best, agencies successfully lobbied against 
Levine’s similar legislation in 1977 to protect their 
profit margin. Performers and promoters receive no 
money from the resale of tickets. 

This time, however, Los Angeles’ Levine is gonna 
try with a little help from his friends. 

Rock singer Bruce Springsteen exhorted his fans to 


“write to the assemblyman. During his recent L.A. 


Sports Arena engagements, the singer had become 
upset upon learning of the outrageous prices people 
were being charged to see his shows. 

“If you want to, you can do something about it,”

Springsteen told the crowd, “It’s up to you guys and 
you deserve a better break,” In the state of New York, 
for example, it’s illegal to resell any ticket for more 
than $1.50 higher than the printed value, according to 
the New Jersey rocker. Originally, the passes for 
Springsteen and the E Street Band were sold for 
$12.50 on a mail order only basis. 

Even though restriction was placed on the number 
of tickets per order --six-- resalers still managed to buy 
up whole sections of the Sports Arena, limiting the 
availability of seats. 


Many top rock and roll bands use Southern 
California as a West Coast stop during a U.S. tour, 
taking advantage of the large stadiums, théatres and 
audiences in the land. Sellouts are not uncommon and 
extra shows are sometimes added to meet the 
demands for tickets. 


Cash is usually a fan’s best guarantee setting a 
fair shot at concert seats. When ducats first go on sale, 
the box office competes with many other outlets for 
the rock consumer’s dollars. 

Ticketron, a computerize service, operates out of 
most Sears and Montgomery Wards stores. 
Convenience is a big asset for these sellers, bringing 
the passes miles closer to people who might otherwise 
have å long drive to get them. They put their wares on 
sale usually at the same time the box offices do and 
many times sell out with people still in line. 


Although adding less than a dollar to the price of a 
ticket, Ticketron aids the higher priced scalpers by 
making it easier for them to purchase blocks of choice 
seating.

Springsteen proved all this last 
week in his sold-out engagement at 
the L.A. Sports Arena. 

The concert featured The River, 
Springsteen’s latest American 
story-book. Ever since Born to 
Run and Darkness On the Edge of 
Town, his last two albums, fans 
and critics alike have been 
anticipating this album. After two 
months of recording, it is here and 
worth the wait. 

The finest song is the gripping 
title track. Here the joys of teenage 
romance become the burdens of 
adulthood.

For all of Springsteen’s unique 
insight, the record is not without 
its flaws. “Two Hearts” is not the 
greatest song, despite its 
exuberance. “Stolen Car” sounds 
as if it’s stalled, and “Fade Away” 
sounds a little time-worn. 

This album has strengths that 
far transcend the weaknesses. The 
greatest strength is the reflection of 
our America, as clear and true as 
any reflection in a lake from a 
Norman Rockwell painting. 

Springsteenmania. That is the 
only word that can describe the 
fans’ reaction to the New Jersey 
rock star’s concerts in Los Angeles. 
Bruce played to 60,000 screaming 
admirers. As hot as Springsteen is 
on vinyl, his records warp and melt 
in the heat of his live act. 

Rock’s latest savior began the 
marathon four-hour show with a 
spirited performance of his classic 
“Born to Run,” then experienced 
technical difficulties as a mike 
squealed. For the most part, 
however, the sound, lighting and 
Springsteen’s hand are as one. 

Springsteen performed 17 songs 
off his new LP and yet this did not 
deter the crowd, for they were in 
heaven. They were celebrating the 
arrival of a new American hero.

Fight alive 
at 64

The year was 1916. 

Woodrow Wilson was 
beginning his second term as the 
28th president of the United 
States, World War I was still a 
European matter and a new rivalry 
began in sports history. 

Though it may never rival the 
battles of a USC versus Notre 
Dame or the Giants against the 
Dodgers as far as national 
attention goes, the Santa Ana 
College-Fullerton College epic is 
one of the longest running and 
most intense rivalries around. 

That very first game set the tone 
for the entire series as SAC and 
Fullerton battled toa 0-0 ties. Now 
64 years later, the teams are 
deadlocked at 26-26-4 with this 
year’s match probably deciding the 
South Coast Conference 
champion. 

But championship struggles are 
nothing new to the Dons and 
Hornets for they both have more 
than their share of past titles. 

Fullerton was six times a winner 
of the old Eastern Division (1933- 
1967) crown with Santa Ana 
taking 13 of the same. 

However, in the new (since 1968) 
South Coast Conference, the 
results have been a little more one- 
sided. FC has grabbed the 
proverbial brass ring six times, 
SAC but once. 

The wars these teams fought 
make it hard to pick out the best or 
most exciting, but one true, great 
game does rise to the top as far as 
the Dons are concerned. 

On Saturday, Nov. 17, 1962 the 
greatest Santa Ana College team 
took the field against Fullertom 
Then-quarterback Dunn Marteen 
threw for four touchdowns and ran 
for another as SAC won 36-12. 
The win capped an incredible 9-0 
season for coach Homer Beatty 
and propelled the Dons into the 
Junior Rose Bowl, which they won 
to become National champs. 

Fullerton’s turn came three 
years later when they duplicated 
the Dons perfect year of %62 as they 
headed into their game with SAC. 
Down 13-7 at the end of three 
quarters, the Hornets rallied and 
won 28-13 to clinch their spot in 
the JRB of 1965. 

The year is 1980, Wilson has 
given way to Reagan and there 
have been three more wars on 
America’s slate, but SAC- 
Fullerton has remained 
unchanged.

“The world isn’t going to come 
to an end if we lose, but it sure 
makes your season a lot nicer if 
you win.” 

These are words of former SAC 
football coach Dick Gorrie, 
speaking of a 56-game, 72-year-old 
rivalry as another chapter is about 
to be added. 

The time, 7:30 p.m.; the place, 
Santa Ana Bowl; the event, 
Homecoming; the rivals, Santa 
Ana College and Fullerton. 

“It’s really very intense,” coach 
Jim Reach said of the annual game 
and rivalry itself. “It’s just natural 
for our guys that they (Fullerton) 
are the kind of opponents you 
want to beat. You want to beat 
first-class institutions.” 

But the wins for SAC lately have 
been on the thin-side though the 
Dons have won two ina row. The 
biggest triumph for Santa Ana in 
the 70’s, however, gave the Dons a 
share of the league title in 1971 and 
fond memories for both Gorrie 
and SAC trainer George Curtis. 

“Both teams went into that game 
with very fine football teams and 
we went before 20,000 people (in 
Anaheim Stadium),” Gorrie 
remarked of the classic, then 
continued “We were leading 9-0 at 
the end of the first half but we had 
to kick off to them to begin the 
second half.” 

Curtis takes over from there. “It 
had been quite a few years since we 
had beaten them,” Curtis 
remembered, ‘‘and Mike 
‘Churchward goes and returns the 
kickoft about 101 yards for a 
touchdown. It was about 16 
seconds into the half and 1 wasn't 
even on the field yet (a cheerleader 
had been injured during the first 30 
minutes of play). But, we ended up 
winning 9-7.” 

The ironic part, according to 
Curtis, was that Churchward had 
planned to go to SAC up until fall 
practice had begun, when he 
decided instead to attend 
Fullerton. 

Fortunately for SAC and 

Fullerton the only out-and-out brawl 
in the numerous battles occurred on 
the baseball field. 
“Now,” Curtis remarked, “people 
still sit in the stands knowing there 
is a possiblity of some more 
fisticuffs.” 

Whatever the result tomorrow, 
however, whether it be a fight, a 
high-scoring offensive battle or 
whatever, at least we know the sun : 
will come out and shine on 
Sunday. 

But only if SAC wins.
